Now, as to the upholding of his ever conſtant Loyalty, Duty,

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N the Time of the laſt Czvi! War in France, his Moſt Chriſtian 

# Majeſty being Oppoſed, and kept from Enterance into Paris, 

by thoſe then Named Frounders, Confratering with thoſe as 

are or may be termed Whiggs ; The Prince of Conde, as General of 

the Froundeurs, had in thoſe days in his Army, and under his Com- 

mand, the Duke of Zorrain, ne by the Duke Leopold, then Go- 

vernour of Flanders, with the Command of 10000. Men, to afliſt 
and ſerve under the Prince of Conde, againſt his Chriſtian Majeſty. 

The Civil War then continuing, the Prince of Conde lay with his 

Army higher than Challentone, on that ſide the Riygr of Ceay, at 
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Ville Neufe St. George ; and Monſieur 4 Turene, Commanding his 
Chriſtian Majeſty's Army, lay on the other fide of the River, op- 


pofite to the Prince of Condy's Army. 
The War then continuing, the Duke of Lorrain was by the beſt 


of Men, then Perſwaded and Gained to become of Underſtanding 


\ with his Mof# Chriſtian Majeſty, which ( without doubt ) was not 


to the diſ-intereſt of his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty. 

At this Time the concern was not fo ſecretly Ordered, but that 
it came to the Prince of Conde's Underſtanding, Hearing, and Diſ- 
covery ; at which he was not a little Moved, bur alſo highly Dif 
pleaſed, eſpecially he knowing by whoſe Means the Duke of Lorrain 
came ſo to be Gained. 

In thoſe days Cardinal Mazarine, and the Uſurper Cromwell, (as 


ſuppoſed) were of a middle Underſtanding ; and of the other ſide, 


the Prince of Conde, as was likewiſe ſuppoſed, did not Judge it his 
dif-intereſt to Oblige, in what he could, rhe faid Uſurper Cromwel/. 
Now, as to the Point or Matter ; Sir Robert Walſh having ſerved 
his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty as Colonel of a Regiment, raiſed at Sir 
Robert's own Coſt and Charge in Treland, and thence into France. 
Sir Robert in Ireland capitulated with Monſieur D' Monerie, then 
Agent there, Imploy'd and Inſtructed in the behalf and concern of 
his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, as the Capitulation is this day Extant : 
That Sir Robert ſhould receive at his Landing, with his Regiment 
in France, 500 Piſtols, as a preſent from his Eminence, the Car- 
dinal Mazarine. That Sir Robert, as Colonel, ſhould immediately 


| have ſettled upon him, by his Chriſtian Hajeſly, 2000 Crowns yearly 


\ asa Penſion ; and that Sir Robert ſhould 


0 receive (as his Levy- 
Mony ) for each Souldier, 3o Crowns. 
Sir Robert Landed his Men, (he being at the Coſt and Charges, 


; of Levying, Victualling and Shipping of his faid Regiment) at Zaver 


| Grace in Normandy, 1648 ; having ſo Landed his Men, Commi- 
! faries were ſent by his Chriſtian Majeſty's Order, to Receive and 
* Muſter the faid Men, but no Commiſlitoners or Commiſaries ſenr 


to Pay him, according to the aforeſaid Capitulation. Sir Robert 
hever had or received but Ten Crowns for each Man; and of the 
500 Piſtols, Nzhi/; and as little of rhe 2000 Crowns Penſion. 
Yet was'long fed with Pronatiatons fair Words and Promiſes, but

time of 48 hours on Horſe-back. In the Interim, I ſeeing a Coach | 
drawn by Six Horſes, and it being in the King's Quarters, I hitherto: | 
having made no Booty, I ſent a Party of 3o or 49 Horſe, and a 
Lieutenant, to Command them to bring me the ſaid Coach, with 
Reſerve to none, unleſs it ſhould prove to be the King of Great | 1 
Britain, or any of his Rerinue; and if fo, not to give the Coach. | 
any Interruption, but to ſend me immediate Notice. | | 
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| more in it: One comes up, and ſeeing me, cries out, 0! Sr Robert, 


At this time I was Ordered and Commanded from my King's: 
Courr, for a difference which was then betwixt his Highneſs Prince 
Rupert, and a Lord of his Majeſty's Council in the Hague. 

Yet, as Fate would have it, whoſe Coach ſhould this be but 
his Majeſties of Great Britair, and his Majeſty and two or three

| have four or five hundred Men in my Party ; and'it is much to be feared, 
| one or other of them wil! Inform the Prince as to what happened. 


God giving me his Providence to Believe, that ſome of the Party 
might Inform the Prince, that Ihad my King's Coach fo ſeized on; 


| I coming near the Princes Quarters, drew up my Party ; and did 


| the moſt part of 48 hours. on Horſe-back ; deſiring leave 


| order, That none ſhould ſtir our of his Rank, until they ſhould re- 


ceive my Order ; by which means I ſo ſecured them, that none 
ſhould fee the Prince, until T had given his Highneſs an Account. 
I coming to the Prince, he began to thank me for the Priſoners 
I ſent him: Ar the ſame inſtant I fell into a pretended Apyplex, 
repreſenting how IT was fateigud and weakened ; having been for

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Highneſs, that I might go to my Quarters for refreſhment, aſter | 7 
which, to return and give his Highneſs an Account ; unto which | (4 
his Highneſs conſented, and ſent two of his own-Servants to Con- | ft 
duct me to my Quarters; being Arrived there, gave them thanks, | 
and fo diſmiſt them: After which, I changed Cloaths with my | [ 
Groom, and made my eſcape, without taking leave of the Prince. Th 

I hope all Loyalifts will allow, that I was not ſlack in the Demon- wh 
ſtrance of my Duty, Loyalty, and Allegiance. In the time of the J** 
late Plot, I gave this Paper into the Hands of his late Majeſty of ever 
Bleſſed Memory ; I only ſaying then to his Majeſty, 7hough then he 
had many Fvidences, King Charles the Second was my Evidence, who 
never denied me any thing, nor never refuſed any thing I humbly pre- 
ſented to his Sacred Hands. 

What is to follow, though it be large and tedious, yet I find my

( at the Bottom. ) Unto which Sir Robert gave immediate Obedi- 
ence: His Majeſty commanding all his Officers in Garriſons or 
elſe-where, that he ſhould paſs freely. 
Some Time after, 

The Lord Rutterford (then being Governour of Duxkirk) a little 
before, received an Order from a perſon in Power, (in thoſe days) 
that if Sir Robertſhould come into Duskirk, or the Liberties thereof, 
| to make him Priſoner ; the Lord Rutterford and Sir Robert having 

ſerved together in his Chriſtian Majeſties Service, and being intimate

#4 on Dunkirk Key, and with him the Right Honourable the Lord Swr- 
od derland, now here: The Lord Rutterford ſeeing Sir Robert Landed, 
came to him, ſaying, Gods Bred Man, you have undone your ſelf and me, 
if I make you not my Priſoner, which I muſt now do : He laſhing out two 
or three great Words or Oaths thereunto relating : Sir Robert was Pa» 
x tient, ſaying to the Lord Rutterford, That he would not Swear ſomany 
Oaths willingly, eſpecially where the power of Performance would not ap- 
pear : His Lordſhip did reply, as if IRalked; ro which I in ſhort told 
he Lord Rutterford, That he neither ſhould or could make me his Pri- 
Qoner, though his Garriſon was twice as ſtrong as it was : And there- 
tFupon I drew out His Majeſties Letter, as aforeſaid ; to which his 
, Lordſhip Swore I'was in the right, and ſo I paſſed from Dunkirk to 
mdon ; and was very Gratiouſly received by his Sacred Majeſty, 
Iyho ordered me (after declaring the former circumſtances relating 
Fo the concern of Dunkirk) to go to Sir Henry Bennet, then Secre- 
 Fary, and declare all unto him, which I fo did; and he gave ſuch 
/ nediate Order, as then prevented the Betraying of Dunkirk. 
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A little time after this, who ſhould appear here at Court, but” 
the aforeſaid Marqueſs D' Gudence, ſent by his Chriſtzan Majeſty | 
with a Congratulatory Complement to his moſt Exce/ent Majeſty? | 
who was very Richly ſet forth with Ribbons Alamode ; and none | 
more frequent ar Balls, and other Divertiſements, than the Marqueſs. | 
D Gudence. I ſeeing him, immediately waited on his Majeſty, to | 
let his Majeſty know that was the Marqueſs, of whoſe TranfſaCtions. | 
I did explain unto his moſt Excellent Majeſty ; of which ( as I do 
preſume) the Marqueſs having ſome light, he ſoon betook himſelf 
for his own Country ; and in the time of his aboad here, he uſed 
the utmoſt of his endeavour to tamper with ſome of Duxtirk Of- 
ficers. So, hoping that no Marqueſs, Envoy, or other Perſon, will 
be ever prevalent, to perſwade any of his Majcſties Subjects from 
their Duty and Allegiance; I conclude the Relation of Dunkirk. 

The late Earl of Arlington, was very conſiderate of the effectual 
Duty therein rendred by Me; and his Majeſty was pleaſed to ſend 
me by Edward Progers, Eſquire, one of his Majeſties Bed-Chamber, 
who is now living, 100. pounds.

Arundel, Lord High-Marſhal of Eng/and, to be General of his Army 
and Armies. 

His Excellence the General raiſing a Troop of Guards, which did 
conſiſt of 300 Brave Gentlemen, and perſons of Quality and Eſtate, 
coming into the ſaid Troop as Volunteers, his Excellence appointed 
to Command the faid Troop, his Son Sir W:l/;am Howard, which 
did behave himſelf Bravely and Valiantly, and lately Died Lord 
Stafford. In the faidTroop SirRobert being a Sworn Servant,asCarver 
unto Her Majeſty (Queen Mary) of ever Blefſed Memory ; He did 
at his own Coſt furniſh into the faid Troop ſix Horſes and Horlſe- 
men, and himſelf as a Volunteer, over and above his own particular 
Equipage; ſoServing in the ſaid Troop until-the Service was ended. 

Some Years after this, the Parliament in Eng/and not being Cor» 
cordant in the Allowance that his Majeſty's Juſt Laws, Order, or 
Prerogative ſhould take Place, his Majeſty King Charles the Firſt 
did conceive it not unneceſfary to Raiſe an Army towards the De- 


fence and Maintenance of the Law, and his Majeſties due Rights; 


Being then forced, by the diſobedience of the Non-Loyaliſts, to 
abandon his City of London, and to betake himſelf to the North ; 
and to ſet up his Standard at Nottingham, for his Loyal Subjes 
to appear and adhere; whereby he might and did raiſe an Army, 
appointing the Right Honourable the Earl of Lind/ey to be His Ge- 
neral ; who Bravely and Honourably did, in all concerns, bravely 
behave himſelf; and at the Battle at Edge-hi/, ended his Life in 
the Bed of true Honour. 

In and at the faid Battle, were his moſt Glorious Majeſty King 


Charles the Firſt, and his Royal Highneſs, ( then the Prince of 


Wales) both of ever Bleſſed Memory ; and allo, there was then not 
far off, the Glorious now King James the Second, whom God Bleſs

Horſe ; and Sir Robert Walſh being Commander of the Lord Harry 
Witlmott's Troop,as his Captain Lieutenant ; The Troop conſiſting of 
above 100 brave Gentlemen of Quality, and moſt of them 7r:/þ ; as 


Sir John Dungan, Sir Walter Dungan's Son, Sir Bryan Oneile, Sir Henry 
Talbott, and divers other Brave Gentlemen ; the now Lord Dunzan ' 
was there, but was very Young, and would fain have been in the | 


faid Troop and Battle ; but Sir Robert being very tender of him, 
and having a great regard to his Noble Family, did command this 
Lord Dungan to be a SpeQtator ; from whence, and by his Expe- 


rience ſince abroad, he hath Learned and PraCtiſed fo, as-to be in - 


the Condition of ſerving his King and Country, as. a Brave and 
Valiant Souldier, which 1s Hereditary to him and his, ſo to be. 

The faid Left Wing of Horſe being Commanded by the Lord 
Henry Wilmott, in the Head of them, and in the Head of his own 
Troop, over Hedge and Ditch he Charged the wn 0” Wing of the 


Parliament Army, with that Gallantry and Conduct, as that he |þ 


inforced the Right Wing of the Enemy to the Rout, though the 
Enemies Right Wing of Horſe were double the Number of ours; 
yer we did break and purſue them beyond the [Town of Xinton, 
which was in the Rear of the Parliament Party ; Xinton being a 
Village of a great length, and a Row of Thatcht Houſes of each 
ſide the Paſſage or Street of the ſaid Town of Xinton, ſome of the 
Enemies Cannon were in the Street of rhe ſaid Town, as alſo moſt 
part of their Money, Ammunition, Baggage, and Waggons, were 
between the ſaid Tharchrt Houſes in- the Street of Xinton, it being in 
the Parliament Quarters, and in the Rear of their Army; and it 
was.not difficult of ſetting Xivton Town on Fire, which might have 
Burned all their Ammunition, Cannon, and Baggage. 

Our Left Wing being in Purſuit of the Enemy, through the ſaid 
Town of Xinton, the Body of our Army, with that of the Parlia-

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ments,being in Battle, the Reſerve of ours of Horſe, on premeditately 
did follow our Left Wing of Horſe in Purſuit of the Enemies; the 
Reſerve of the Enemies Horſe ſtaid to countenance and fecond their 
Foot : We Purſuing the Enemies Horſe through and further than 
Kinton Town, Order came to us from His Majeſty, not further to 
follow the Purſuit of the Enemy, and that we ſhould return ro ſe- 
cond and uphold the Foot, the Bodies of both Armies then being in 
Fight ; ſo we deſiſted from the Purſuit. Coming back through X7zntor 
Town, it came into Sir Robert's Head, how available it would prove 
to the King's Service and Intereſt, to Burn the ſaid Town of X#7nton, 
as alſo all that therein related to the Enemy ; upon which, he gave 
{Order unto fome of the Troop to alight, and Fire the faid Town of 
Kinton : Juſt as Sir Robert's Order was going to be put in Execution; 
two Field Officers ( now Dead, who Sir Robert is loath to name ) 
came to him, and asked him if he were not Mad, in giving Order to 
Fire and Burn the Town of X7»ton, ſaying to him, Do you not ſee that 
Ihe Town, and all-in it, is our own, and you would Burn it ? Sir Robert be- 
Ing-to Obey 2 Field Officer, as his Duty obliged him, only replyed, 
Tou ſee that the Bodies of both Armies are ſtill in Fight, and as Fortune, 
D la Gueire, may turn or change, the deſtroying of this Village, and what 
7s in it of the Enemies, will ſurely make his Majeſt ys L iftory; and as ſo, 
hat is this of Value unto us 2 But altho Sir Robert was oblig'd to Obe 
2 Field Officer, yet he brought out of that Village, the Earl of Eſex's 
own Waggon, and two Pieces of the Enemies Cannon, drawn by 16. 
orſes; and in his return,and keeping his Troop unſcattered, heRen- 
ounters with a Party of the Enemies Horſe, and Charging and De- 
eating the ſaid Party of the Enemies, and in the Rear of the Enemies 
irmy : Sir Rofert in the Rencounter with the Enemy, and in Defeat 
f them, took from them five of the Kings own Standards,which the 
nemy had taken ; which the next Morning he brought to his Ma- 
ſty, with the aforeſaid Pieces of Cannon, and the Earl of Eſex's 
wa Waggon, drawn with Eight goodly Hories.

of 59000 Crowns, not to carry Armes in five Years following a- 
gait His Chriſtian Majeſty, a thing ſeldome ſeen againſt a Priſoner 
of War,as SirRobert was,he being in the Serviceof the Prince of Conde, 
the Prince offering to give Monſieur D' Bougy, a Field Marſhal Of- Þ, 
ficer of His Chriſtian Majeſties, who the Prince had Priſoner, and þ., 
did offer him for Exchange of Sir Robert Walſh, but was not accep-

Sr ROBERT's Anſwer. 


' My Lord, I am not well at the King's Court, nor can IT ſay, I may 
i be admitted there; if you pleaſe to give me time to Write unto the 
Lord of Ormond, to fee if I may b admitted there ; I will ſhew you 
my Lord's Anſwer, and thereupon my Reſolution. Unto which my 
Lord of Orrory conſented ; and I immediately Writ to my Lord of 
Ormond ( who was then with His Majeſty ) a private Letter, of the 
Propoſals the Lord of Orrory made unto me. And another Letter I 
Writ, that His Lordſhip may be pleaſed to Write to me, That His 
T Grace doubts not but ſo to make my Peace, as to be admitted 
into His Majeſties Court ; which Letter I may ſhew unto my Lord 
of Orrory; and accordingly I ſo did, to ſpeak the real Truth, 
which I would take upon my Death, ſo it to be. 


This that now followy, is what continued betwixt my Lord 
of Orrory and Me. 


Sir Robert Walſh, ( quoth my Lord of Orrory ) you ſhall have 
your Liberty, you giving good Security to render your Self Priſoner 
whea ever His Highneſs may be pleaſed to call for you ſo to be; and 
withal, that you Engage to go to the Kings Court, and to Imploy your 
endeavours towards giving us to underſtand, if you can, the way and 
manner, how and by what way Fits Highne(ſes Perſon is to le .{t- © 
tacqued, and you ſhall have Fifty or Sixty Pounds to carry you into 
Flanders. Unto all which, Sir Robert ſeemed willing and_

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conſenting, and gave the Security, who was Bound in 3000 /. Bonds 
Sir Robert had the Money promiſed by my Lord, paid him, and fo 
he went for Flanders. | 

The Priſoners in the Tower ſeeing Sir Robert had his Liberty, 
did wonder at it; and hearing ſome noiſe of Killing to fall upon 
ſome body; one or other ( which Sir Rofert could never know or 
find out, who, to make himſelf, as it ſeems, acceptable at the Kings 
Court ) hiddenly Informs ſome about His Majeſty, that Sir Robert 
was Hired by the Uſurper to go and Kill his King. The Fomenter 
or Inventer of that Villany, could be no other than a Raſcally Son of 
a Whore ; if he be Living, this he hath Read, and its faid in Print 
to the World, that he would ſwallow the Language. As for the 
\. Lordof Orrory, this was all thar ever paſt betwixt Him and Me. 

Sir Robert Walſh Arriving in Flanders, and coming into Gaunt, 
there was His Grace the Duke of Ormond : and Sir Robert going tv 
render his Duty unto His Grace, as alſo to give an account of the 
Tranſactions in England; it did not then ſeem convenient to attain 
His Graces Hearing, the Deceaſcd Lord Cu/pepper then being with 
H:s Grace. 

The day following, S.r Robert waited on His Grace, and gave 
him an account of all paſſages that paſſed betwixt the Lord of Orrory 
and Sir Robert ; offering and praying that he might appear before 
His Majeſty and Council, ro Anſwer againſt any Allegation, or falſe 
contrived Accufation ; he renouncing Grace, Pardon, or Favour 
from God or Man, if ever Difloyalty could be in any way laid to 
his charge ; and art this Inſtant hour doth fay the like. 

Sir Robert not prevailing to the admittance of appearing before 
His Majeſty and Honourable Council, whereby to vindicate himſelf, 
was then ordered to quit the Low-Countries, as if it were from His 
Majeſty of Great Britain. Sir Robert obeys, and makes Bruxels 
his way, towards his going for Germany, and Lodged but one night 
in Bruxels. The Morning following, the Grand Provo, by Name 
Caſtinedo, comes with Dun Fohn D' Auſtria his Order, then Gover- 
nour of Flanders, and ſome Forty at his heels, to ſeize, and make 
Sir Robert Priſoner, being ready to take Horſe for Germany, having 
his Son and Servant with him, who were alſo with him made Pri- 
ſoners ; and Sir Robert carryed Priſoner in Bruxels, to the Priſon

Lent by the Widow Dayes, 
in the Year 1641. ſhe had Bound to her the Lord Harry Wilmot, 
Thomas Offley, the Deceaſed Groom-Porter, and Sir Robert Walſh, 
Bound many Years paſt. In the Year 1642. Sir Robert was Ar- 
Yeſted for the ſaid 200 /. and Committed to the Xinzs-Bench, where 
now he is. . His Majeſty Charles the Firſt, of Bleſſed Memory, and 
ter Majeſty, being then gone from London, Sir Robert Walſh being 
then Her Sworn Servant, made his Application to the Honourable 
Houſe of Lords, then fitting in Parliament, who were pleaſed to 
grant this following Order, as Remarkable ; the King and Queen 
having left London - 
| The LORDS Order. 
[] Pon Information given this day Sabbath, the 30th of April, 1642. 
wnto the Houſe, that Robert Walſh, Eſq; is a Sworn Servant to 
> [the Queens Majeſty, did now attend the Pleaſure of this Fouſe, accor- 
ding to an Order of their Lordſhips, dated the 29th of this preſent” 
April, and deftring his Enlargement, as hath in like Caſes been afforded. 
It is Ordered, by the Lords now in Parliament Aſſembled, That the 
ad Mr. Walſh, ſhall forthwith ( by Vertue of this Order) be freed 
rom his preſent reſtraint and Impriſoument, and this to be a ſufficient 
Warrant in that behalf, Sized, 


0 Sir Fohn Lenta/l, Kn git, John Brown, Clerk 
and Marſhal of the B2.zc-», of the Parliament. 
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The ſaid Order was preſently Obeyed, and Sir Robert diſcharged 
and ſet at Liberty ; and now to be in the Bench on the fame Action, I 
hope may be thought no leſs than ſtrange ; and much more, that Sir 
Robert having His Majeſty's of Bleſſed Memory's Hand and Seal 
for his Perſon and Moveables, freely to Paſs, yet 7 homas Sherman 
would not grant thereunto the leaſt Obedience; ( he taking ex- 
ample by Sir William Waller, when he was in his Uſurp ) fo that 
the ſaid Sherman's Fob-Aftion hath been the occaſion of many 
more, which hath cauſed S:r Robert fo long to be detained Priſoner, 
and no Execution. 

Sir Robert Walſh in 1678-79. going to Strand-Bridge to take 
Oars for Graveſend, (and having tent his Equipage before him on 
Ship-Board, and he, with his Majeſties Paſs, following ) was ſeized 
upon at the New-Exchanze, by the Warrant of Sir William Walter ; 
Sir Robert asking where Sir William was, the Baylifts told him at 
the Half-Moon-7 av-rn over the way, thither Sir Robert was haled 
out of the Coach, and hundreds of People about him, and ſo was 
carryed before Sir Willzam, who had on his Left hand the Wor- 
ſhiptul abſconded Edm. Everard, who pretended to be one of His 
Majeſties Evidences attending Dr. Oates. Sir Robert Walſh deſired 
of Sir William Waller to let him know why he was ſo uſed and a- 
buſed ; Sir Wi//;:am Anſwered, That he was a dangerous Perſon, 
and not unlike of having a hand in the Popiſh Plot ; and adding, 
That he had refle&ted, and Writ againſt Mr. Everard, which was 
there by him, and a Principal Evidence for His Majeſty againſt the 
Popiſh Plotters : Sir William telling him, he muſt give Security to 
appear at the next eniuing Seſrons in the Kinzs-Bench, where he 
and Mr. Everard would be to make Party againſt him. 

Sir Robert replyed, That he was juſt then going into a pair of 
Oars at Strand-Bridze, to follow his Goods and Equipage ſent x 
board a Ship at Graveſend; ſaying to Sir William, he had to give 
him the beſt Security Enzl/and could produce: Sir William crys, 
Let us have it: upon which, he draws out his Paſs, under His Mz 
jeſties Hand and Seal, and produces it to Sir Will;am, he reads it, and 
crys, Fiſh at it; and gives the Conſtable order to take Sir Robert 
Priſoner to his houſe : The Conſtable ſeeing his Paſs, tells Sir Wit 
liam he had no room in his houſe , upon which Sir H/7//;am fad

to Sir Robert, you are a Perſon of Honour, if you will give me your 
Parole to appear at the Xings-Bench, the 6th of this Inſtant, (where 
Mr. Everard and I will be to make Party againſt you ) I will give 
you your Liberty : Sir Robert Repreſents how he was on his way 
to Graveſend, to Ship himſelf out of the Kingdom, but that would 
not ſatisfie Sir W7/liam ; ſo that he found himſelf conſtrained to give 
his Parole to appear at the Seſſions at Weſtminſter , and fo he did; 
where fate the Right Honourable the Lord Cravey, and other Ho- 
nourable Judges : Sir Robert appearing there, Sir W:/lzam Waller, 
and Edmund Everard were called upon by the Cryer, to come and 
make Party againſt Sir Robert, but neither did appear ; So Sir Ro- 
bert, by that Honourable Bench, was diſcharged ; and then he in- 
tending for Graveſend, but the Ship that he was to haveImbarqued 
in ( with his Goods and Equipage ) was gone, and could not be 
heard of ; which hath brought him into no ſmall diſtreſs. 

Sir Robert went to his late Majeſty, of Bleſſed Memory, repre- 
ſenting the diſregard, and how this Waller lighted His Majeſties 
Paſs; the Spawn of a Traytor, whom I have often purſued Night 
and Day, through Froſt and Snow, as all the Court doth know. 
His Majeſty was pleaſed to fay then, Well, Robin, your time of ſa- 
tisfattion may come &'re long, 

If Sir Robert Walſh ſhould go on, as to the further Declaration 
of his Sufferances and Murderous Treatments, it would weary the 
Noble Reader: And to ſee the only Perſon now Living, that was 
Knighted the day of Edge-771l! Battle, under His Majeſties Royal 
Banner, to be thus Matyrized ( Solamen Miferis. )

Received yur Letter at Euſton, aud hear ſince the Misfortune of * 
Your Impriſoument ; and Thave ſeen that you have Writ to my Lard 


of Bath ; «upon which, We hav? ſpoke to the King in your Behalf, and 


for your Relief, but we could offer no Expedient to His Majeſty for 


your Enlargement, but the Payment of the Debts, for which you are Ar- 


reſted, fince the Injuſtice of your detenſron, as you ſeem to think, can 


not properly come before him, or be determined by him ; and though 


His Majeſty have Compaſſion of your Condition ; yet we could not think 


fit much to preſs him in ſetting you free, in paying your Debts ; which, 
in the Example of it, would brins many and great Inconveniencies upon 
him ; which made me think of putting His Majeſty in the Mind, of your 
wunreaſonableneſs of payins Quit-Rents : It being well known to himſelf, 
that you had no hand in the Rebellion ; but on the contrary, you havin 

Served againſt the Rebellion here ; 7 
Gractouſly affeted, that he conſented the takinx of ' that Burden and 
Blemiſh off you : And if T am not miſtaken, this Grace will be of cqual 
Value. to what you defire ; bit before you attain to it, you muſt 
paſs the ordinary forms, which the Bearer, my Secretary, will tell, and 
aſſiſt you in the Proſecution.
